COAL-DUST 
EXPLOSION 
KILLS SIX 


Four Hundred Others Flee 
to Safety Following Blast 
in Pennsylvania Mine 


COKEBURG (Pa.) April 2. 
coal-dust explosion in Ellsworth Col- 
leries mine No. 8, here today, claimed 
the lives of six miners, but 400 


The entire mine had beer insulat- 
ed thoroughiy with rock dust and 
the explosion did not. spread beyond 
the entry. Eleven miners at work 
nearby, were knocked out by the 
blast. Six of these succumbed. to 
deadiy after-damp before rescuers 
found them. 
slightly, were rescued. 

In other parts of the workings 400 
miners were busy digging coal. Mine 
foremen at the shaft mouth, were ad- 
vised of the accident, and they used 
the mine telephone system to order 
the other men to the surface. . 
Several hundred walked out with- 
out knowing of the explosion. Others 
hearing the blast, rushed for the 
main shaft and were hoisted up. 


Witchcraft in 
French Village 


Causes Murder 


PARIS, April 2. ()—Dark age su- 
perstitution and the fear of witch- 
craft are blamed by the Paris papers 
for a murder tn the village of Bal- 
lots in Northwestern France. 

“Father” Auguste Guillot lived in 
the village for seventy-eight years, 
until he was finally beaten to death 
by those who feared him. 

The villagers held that animals 
shunned Guillot, that a baby who 
touched him had convulsions, and 
that a curse was upon him. They 
called him the “thrower of spells.” 
Last fall as he passed through a fieid 
Angele, an 18-year-old shepherdess, 
was convinced that the calves and 
lambs were terrified, so she set upon 
him with her staff. Her brothers 
came to her aid, and they left the old 
man senseless upon the field. Next 
morning a crowd, no longer fearful of 
him, beat him as he lay on the 
ground. 

He was taken to a hospital three 
Gays later, and three months after- 
ward died of his injuries. The vil- 
lage is rid of its “sorcerer” but the 
villagers apparently have no con- 
sciousness of guilt.

But to radio mental nothings in 
this way was, perhaps, too delicate a 
task for broadcasting, at least as a 
beginning Something a little more 
material might conceivably have hed 
a better chance of getting throuch.

California Product More 
Valuable Than Gold 


American Forest Week ~~ 
be Observed Here 


Governor Young is Named 


to Head Committee 


WASHINGTON, April 2. (Exclusive) 
Many times greater than the value 
of all the go®M produced in California 
since the days of ‘49, the value of 
timber products. of the State has 
reached huge proportions and it is 
fitting that California play an impor- 
tant part in the observance of Ameri- 
can Forest Week, says a statement by 
the national committee here today. 

Proclaimed by President Coollage. 
April 24 to'30, American Forest Week 
is the annual call for all citizens to 
take part in bringing about better 
forest cbnditions. Gov. Young is chair- 
man of the. State committee. 

In the last twenty years the value 
of California’s lumber and timber 
products has increased from $18,275,- 
891 a year to $72,815,489. In 1925. 
2.042,991.000 board feet of lumber was 
cut in California, giving the State 
sixth rank in lumber production 


REFORESTATION. 
California has the most extensive 
vate reforestation in America. 
umber and timber companies, = 

resenting about 70 per cent of 

redwood forests. are now committed 
to sustained forest management, and 
artificial replanting in the redwood 
belt is proceeding on am extensive 
scale. 

In the ‘pine regions of California, 
exclusive of fire and the preservation 
of the advance growth of younger 
trees from destruction in logging will 
assure a new growth of timber. 

The committee therefore «assumes 
that sustained lumbering 
will be adopted in the pine regions. 

Reforestation has been encouraged 
by the State's adoption last year of 
a constitutional amendment permit- 
ting scientific taxation of forests. 

The original forested area of 23,- 
000,000 acres has decreased to 19,- 
000,000. Nationa! Forests of the State 
have a gross area of 19,181,508, which, 
however, includes some open and 
brush land. There are no State for- 
ests but the five State parks have 
an area of 12.845 acres.

The fans don’t pay their 
money to see a flock of becfing bell- 
gamers gather around to squawk at| 
an umpire’s decision and hcid up the 
game. The should do any 
arguing that is to be done with the 
arbiter end all other players that get 
into the jam ought to be chucked out 
of the contest pronto. And if a play- 
er can't learn that the people pay to 
see him play ball and not to argue 
with umpires he should be suspended 
-until he @oes learn that highly im- 
portant fact. Fines don't do a bit of 
good because generally a fine is paid 
by the club owners, whichs fact 
doesn't make much of ean efflecton the 
club or the player either. But a sus- 
pension that takes a plaver out of a 
lineup for a few days does weaken a 
ball club and should wake up the 
owners to the fact that it would pay 
them to make their men stay out of 
umpire squabbles. To help this plan 
along the club owners should cut off 
the pay of their athletes while they 
are suspended and then the players 
would realize that their managers 
are the only ones supposed to do any 
arguing with the arbiters. Thats the 
idea Williams would try to put over 
in this league but some of the thick- 
skulls evidently can't see it 


Of course, somebody is und to 
bring up the argument that this plan 
takes @ lot of the fighting spirit out 
of the pastime. But it won't be- 
cause if the players want to battle 
let them battle each other and pot 
the umpires. They're playing against 
each other and not the umpires.

president. 

One thing is certain, Williams 1s.
